BRITISH NAVY OIL 
STORAGE PLANNED 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—With the laying down at 
Pembroke dockyard of another oil carry- 
ing vessel, the number of such vessels 
built or in course of construction for the 
admiralty will be raised to ten. Oil, in 
fact, is being more and mare used in the 
navy as a source of motive power though 
Mr. Churchill has declared that coal must 
remain the “main motive power of the 
British line of battle.” 

There are already in commission 80 
torpedo boats and destroyers which burn 
oil fuel alone, and since 1908 all the 
vessels of this class have been designed 
to use oil as motive power, The other 
vessels of the fleet use oil as an auxiliary 
fuel. The preparations which are being | 
made for the storage of oil fuel at differ- 
ent parts of the coast are on a compre- 
hensive scale, and altogether £1,000,000 
will be spent during the coming year on 
the supply of oil fuel to the navy.

One of the most important ex-officio, 
duties which [ found attached to the of- 
fice with which the President honored 
me, was that of being a member of the 
governing board of the Pan-American 
Union. It brought me into mniore inti- 
mate relationship with the republics of 
Central and South America than I had 
expected to be, although I had expected 
to be as closely connected with them 
as the duties of my office would permit. 
In fact, when the President presented 
or offered the portfolio of state, one of 
the subjects which I thought it worth 
while to discuss with him, was our na- 
tion’s relations to the Latin speaking 
people of the south, and I found that 
he felt. as I was sure he would, that one 
of the most important duties of his 
the cementing together, by bonds of 
even closer friendship, the great re- 
public of the north, and the republics 
which, following: the inspiration of its 
example, had placed themselves by its 
side. 

I have found great enjoyment in my 
association with these representatives 
of the nations which are represented 
here. I so enjoy the position which I 
hold, and am so proud of the work in 
which I am engaged, that the secretary 
of war shall never be substituted for 
me in dealing with these people if 
I can help it. Even the secretary of 
navy, although my political associate 


have to be content to go to target prac- 
tise and inspect his battleships in peace, 
if I can prevent his having anything to 
do with them south of this country. 

I did not know that so few journal- 
iste had been secretary of state. I 
would have supposed from the way I 
have dropped into the work, that all 
secretaries of state were journalists. 
It comes so natural for me to take up 
administration, and of. the office with 
which I would be connected, would. be 


it had not occurred to me that any sec- 
retary of state could do it without hav- 
ing had newspaper training,—and yet 
1 do detect some little difference be- 
tween my attitude as a journalist before 
I beeame secretary of state, and my 
attitude as a secretary of state, since 
that became more important than my 
editorial work. 

If l can properly estimate the different 
kinds of work that 1 have done, I am 
inelined to think that my most valuable 
contribution to public service has been 
in the writing of platforms, and I dis- 
cover that the words that I have studi- 
ously excluded from platforms, I care- 
fully include in all diplomatic utterances. 
For instance, | have scanned the utter- 
ances of my party to see that words 
ca le of construction were not used, 
- timate—-proper—due. If you put 
one of: those words in a plank in a 
platform, it doesn’t matter what else 
you put in. You can't use them; but

with another: Sympathy is the great 
need of this world. Tolstoi was so im- 
pressed with the idea, that he indorsed 
the bread-labor theory advanced by Bon- 
darid, and gave as his reason for it, 
that it was the only way, in hie judg- 
ment, in which one could be brought 
into sympathy, and kept in sympathy 
with the mass of the people. He said 
that it was not sufficient that one should 
have toiled in the past—that it was 
necessary that. he should continuously 
toil in order to be able to understand 
the toil of others, and the point of view 
of those who toil. Whether he was cor-

tively through other means is not mate- 
rial to my subject, but I do believe that 
the great Russian philosopher put his 
finger upon the words “sympathetic in- 
terest in others’’—that we shall link our- 
selves to them, and 1 am glad to empha- 
size it tonight as we are assembled here, 
related as we are by the ties of neigh- 
borhood, by a community of governmen- 
tal ideals, and by an increasing intimacy 
in our material relations. 


Nearness Emphasized 


The isthmus of Panama is only 2000 
miles from here-—that means, that all 
the country on this side of the isthmus 
is 1000 miles nearer to us than the 
lands across the Atlantic, and the isth- 


mian countries of South America are;tion they rest upon the only foundation 


closer neighbors than the nations of 
Europe, and when the canal which is 
soon to divide the isthmus connects us 
with the western coast of South America, 
we shall be brought even nearer to these 
Latin speaking people. I desire, there- 
fore, to present for your consideration 
three thoughts: 

First: That the material interests of 
these countries must bring them nearer 
and nearer together. To the soutn of 
us are countries but partially developed. 
During the next century, they will wit- 
ness there the amazing development that 
we have witnessed in this country during 
the last 100 years. My visit to South 
America was made for the purpose of 
informing myself as to the possibilities 
of that country, and while my good 
friend is correct in saying that my inter- 
est in South America and Central Amer- 
ica was deepened by this trip, I think 
I ought to tell you that I am a pioneer 
in interest in this subject, for when I 
was but a young man, I wae in full sym- 
pathy with Blaine in his desire to bring 
the nations of America closer together, 
and it was this feeling of friendship and 
of interest that took me there, although 
it was strengthened by what I saw there. 

Those countries there need that which 
we have in abundance and to spare. We 
have capital here. They need capital 
there. We have the constructive genius 
that has been responsible for our tre- 
mendous development, and we have the 
experience that has employed both the 
capital and the:constructive genius. We 
are about to finish the most gigantic 
engineering feat that man has ever 
undertaken, and down there, in this 
almost newly discovered land, there 
are opportunities waiting. No other 
nation is so naturally their friend and 
helper. To no other nation can they 
so properly look, and in no other direc- 
tion can our people look with the pros- 
pect of being so richly rewarded for 
any service that they can render. 


Friendly Basis Urged 


If we are to deal with South America, 
we must deal upon a basis that will 
keep them friends, and there is but 
one basis upon which they can be kept 
friends, and I speak on this subject 
the more freely, because our President 
has been in office long enough to give 
proof, not only by his words, but 
by his deeds, that he understands the 
basis upon which permanently good re- 
lations can be maintained between the 
United States, and the Latin-speaking 
republics. He believes that that country 
has a legitimate field for American in- 
vestment, and he is glad to encourage 


‘every legitimate extension of American 


enterprise. Notice how important “legit- 
imate” is. And as one incident is closed, 
as one illustration now stands out com- 
pleted, I may be permitted to refer to it. 
It ie history. 

In Ecuador, there is a railroad built 
by a company organized under the laws 
of a state in this Union. and in that con- 
tract, between the railroad and the gov- 
ernment, there is a provision that in case 
of controversy the subject in dispute is to 
be submitted for arbitration. In _ the 
first instance, the President of this coun- 
try and of Ecuador are to be the arbi- 
trators. If they cannot agree they are to 
select each an arbitrator, and if they 
cannot agree, then a third is to be 
selected by agreement. We found that a 
man had been sent there who was not 
satisfactory to Ecuador, and upon exam- 
ination of all the circumstances and al] 
the facts in the ease, the President de- 
cided that the man who had been sent 
did not measure up to the requirements 
of the contract between Ecuador and the 
railroad, and without any reflection upon

Morals in Business 


lam not credited with a Jarge knowl- 
edge on business subjects, but I stand | 
best among those business men who carry | 
morality into their business enterprise, | 
and if IT understand business, it cannot | 
properly be disconnected from the funda- | 
mental principles of fair dealing, and T| 
am in hearty sympathy with the Presi- | 
dent in the belief that we open the | 
doors of those countries to our investors | 
best when we assure those people that | 
every man coming from America will be! 
expected to carry a high sense of honor: 
with him, and to give those people a! 
dallar’s worth of service for every dollar! 
that he asks from them as recompense. 
There is no foundation upon which per- 
manent buéiness can be carried on be-| 
tween nations different from that which 
underlie successful business in this coun- 
try, as between man and man, and my 
friends, when the business relations of 


that can be proposed by those who feel 
a sympathetic interest in the people with 


whom they deal. So that the business 
manifestation of this sympathy is that 
they will deal with *' -m as brothers and 
as friends, and tha. -ais will be looked 
upon as territory inhabited by those in 
whom we feel an interest and to whom 
we are attached—not that it is a mere 
field to be exploited, from which to 
gather great profits today, regardless of 
the influence on tomorrow, but our sym- 
pathy with them not only controls our 
business relations, but it works toward 
an intellectual exchange. I feel a great 
interest in having our peoples brought | 
closer together intellectually. 

When I was in South America nearly 
every man in public life to whom I spoke 
said when I asked him if he spoke Eng- 
lish, “No, I do not speak English myself, 
but my son is studying English,” and 
I was able to respond, “I cannot speak 
Spanish myself, but my son is studying 
Spanish.” I was interested to find that 
everywhere I went there was increasing 
enthusiasm in the matter of education. 
I found a group in every land, earnest, 
industrious, enthusiastic people, who 
were lessening the area of illiteracy. I 
found in every country, as I have stated, 
that young men were coming from that 
country to the United States, and I found 
that wherever a man had studied in our 
country, and had gone back, he had 
gone back a friend of our country, for 
he had learned of our good will toward 
those people. I remember one case—that 
a young man who had been in this coun- 
try a little while told me he came to 
this United States with a prejudice 
against us, but that he had gone back 
a friend of our nation, and on the top 
of the Andes, at that ancient city of 
Kisco, I was introduced or welcomed 
rather by a man who had been in this 
country a vear and a half, and he wel- 
comed me as one from God’s country and 
told me how deeply he was attached to 
our people. 


More Visits Advised 


Let me emphasize this, that now if 
some of that stream of travel that has 
fertilized the old world can be diverted 
to the south, it will be beneficial not to 
the countries to which they come only, 
but to those who come in contact with 
them on their return. Especially would 
I urge our school teachers. I hope I 
am not too optimistic when I say that 
when that Panama canal is completed, 
I sincerely hope that in increasing num- 
bers, these instructors’ will turn 
towards South America, and there be- 
come more intimately acquainted with 
the people who are represented here to- 
night. . 

We have been in the habit of regani- 
ing Panama and its canal from a com- 
mercial standpoint. I want to ask you 
to consider it from a larger standpoint. 
I believe that that Canal Zone ought to 
become a place of supreme importance 
—that it ought to be the clearing house 
for Pan-America, and that there the 
people of the Latin-speaking countries) 
and the English-speaking republic should 
meet: that there they should become 
acquainted with each other; that there 
they should be acquainted with each 
other's customs, and that there they 
should have, that mutual contact that 
enables the .people. of each section to 
deal more igtelligently with the other 
section. 

I want to «te the United States estab- 
lish a great Anstigfution of learning at 
Panama, and n that institution I want 
to see the mcst prominent educators of 
the Spanish ‘nd Portuguese speaking 
republics.

STORAGE SAID 
TO MAKE PRICES 
MORE UNIFORM 


NEW YORK—George K. Holmes, 
chief of the division of production and 
distribution, bureau of statistics, depart- 
ment of agriculture, in a bulletn just 
published, says that storage has a ten- 
dency to cause uniformity in_ prices. 
However, he says, this does not apply 
to beef or pork. 

In a summary of results of the inves- 
tigation of changes in price levels, the 
conclusion is expressed that “the general, 
but not invariable, rise of prices to a 
higher level, when prices are expressed in 
cents, readily appears; and also an al- 
most invariable tendency toward a higher 
level when prices are treated as index 
numbers, when the last period of years. 
extending from 1902 to 1911, is com- 
pared with the first period, which ante- 
dates the time when cold storage was of 
large account. 

“It is, therefore, apparent that the 
contention of the storage interests that 
storage has counted for uniformity of 
prices is largely true, but it is not true 
for all commodities nor for ail compari- 
sons of years and periods of years.”

“Take hips.” it naively 
directs, “and cut out the seeds, then wash them and season with sugar 
and ginger, close the tart and bake it; ice and sprinkle with sugar and 
rose leaves and serve.” 

Conserves of rose hips were made as the housewife of today preser 


ves 
her damsons or her cherries. 

Lozenges of rose petals were favorite dainties. “If 
them, boil your sugar to sugar again, and then put in vour red roses beat 
to a pulp, pour in pie plates and cut in what form vou please.” Jermelles 
were made by merely adding caraway seeds to the lozenges, and using rose 
water in moistening the sugar. 

: Rose sandwiches were simply made, and they might well be revived. 
These dainties were most popular for great-grandmother’s tea table and 
Were made by burying pats of unsalted butter in fresh rose petals for 
‘24 hours; meanwhile the bread for these fairv-like delicacies was also 
smothered in fragrant rose leaves. When the sandwiches were to be 
made, wafer-like slices of rose-buttered bread were bestrewn with pink 
rose petals and folded together, the fancy of the hostess then determining 
in what form they were to be cut. 

Crystallized rose leaves, which are usually found scattered over the 
choicest bonbons of the twentieth century, are not a product of modern 
times as mary imagine, for the candied rose petal was another form of 
sweetmeat greatly liked by great-grandmother. Her pét rule for the 
making of them ran as follows: 

“Cook one pound of sugar with half a pint of water to a boil. Remove 
from the fire and add a quantity of clean dry rose petals. Allow the 
syrup to come to a boil once more, Then pour carefully into a bow] and 
set away for 24 hours. draining the rose leaves on a fine sieve. Next add 
to the syrup a quarter of a pound of sugar and boil once more, Drop in 
the petals and proceed as before; the third day add sugar and boil again, 
stirring in the petals gently until the sugar granulates. Pour on sheets of 
waxed paper, and when cold separate the petals with a silver fork.” A 
troublesome process, perhaps, but one producing a delicious sweetmeat.

THE INDIAN BILL 


WASHINGTON—Charging that §$9,- 
00,000 carried in the Indian bill is be- 
ing passed upon by senators with prac- 
tically no knowledge as to how the 
money is to be used, Dr. Harry Lane, 
senator from Oregon; read a formal 
statement to the Indian affairs commit- 
tee today demanding radical changes in 
the system of caring for the red men.

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assumed charge of the office, has for a 
number of years devoted his time and 
energies to evolving a plan that would be 
of the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber of farmers in the state. He now be- 
lieves that his idea has passed froin the 
experimental stage to the domain of 
practical application. At any rate, 
farmers and gardeners’ throughout 
Massachusetts are being made ae- 
quajnted with a plan that carries considl- 
erable promise, in the opinion of those 
who have studied the agricultural 
scheme. 

“In farming, as in almost any other | 
line where it is a question of making | 
a livelihood,’ Mr. Wheeler said when 
asked to state in detail what he contem- 
plates doing, “the one who does a thing 
a little better than his fellow worker 
usually succeeds. No matter, however, 
in what way farmers coopcrate, they 
are bound to be benefited thereby. (o- 
operative buying and selling necessarily 
reduce expenses. But the plan that | 
am most concerned about now is to have 
quality and quantity so well defined that 
commission merchants and consumers 
will look to some particular locality for 
some particular product. 

“Let me make this a little plainer. Sup- 
pose we take a section with a score or 
60 of small farms. Here every farmer is 

ducing a little of this and a little of 
that. _ Now let us suppose that these 20 
ten or more pet together and settle 
down to raising one particular kind of 
crop. Doesn't it seem reasonable that 
this locality, in time, wl] pet an reputa- 
tion for this product; taking for granted, 
of course, that the farmers devote them- 
sel¥es intelligently to producing only 
which is of the highest grade?”

PONSORS for the movement which

culture and farmers’ 
ditions in leading European countries, 
the Southern Commercial Cangress, when 
next it meets in annual convention will 
be prepared to present the delegates with 
most important data bearing on soil cut- 
tivation and trade. 

The fifth session of the congress will 
take place the coming fal] at Mobile, 
Ala. One of the nearest important ports 
to the Panama canal, Mobile was evi- 
dently chosen specifically for the purpose 
of impressing the country with the fact 
that when the canal is opened a new 
trade activity must necessarily set in. 
That tne southern states are to be bene- 
fited in a most decided manner is gra ted 
in advance of what is expected to prove 
of vast commercial value to the entire 
nation; in fact, both North and South 
America. The nation-wide scope of the 
prograin now being prepared augers well 
for the undertaking of these men engaged 
in manufacturing, trade and farming. 


Memorial Competition 


As a feature of the congress there has 
just been inaugurated by the committee 
a contest as unique as it should be val- 
uable. Senator Duncan U. Fletcher of 
Florida, president of the congress, an- 
nounces that to make interest general 15 
free trips to the Panama canal will be 
awarded in a contest for the best prop- 
ositions for a memorial to commemorate 
the opening of the waterway. 

Believing that such a contest will lead 
to a general study of trade conditions 
and possibilities between the Southern 
states and the republics farther south, 
the congress also announces that the me- 
morial in question can take the form of 
a statue, an international celebration, 2 
book, a convention, in fact, anything that 


the jury of award decides bears on busi- 


ness and improved transportation facili- 
ties With the southern neighbors. ‘The 
political aspect of the newer relationship 
to be established with the coming of the 
canal also may likely prove an interest- 
ing factor in a memorial and the de- 
cision of awards. 

The *contest is open to any newspaper, 
chamber of commerce, board of trade or 
other commercial organizations; also to 
colleges, high schools and individuals, 
The committee helieves it would be a 
good plan to have these propositions pub- 
lished by the contestants in some news- 
paper and a copy of the respective paper 
the latter not to exceed 200 words in 
length, 


Other Parties Going 


Boston having set an example for 
American business men to go in a body: 
to investigate trade conditions in South 
America, other chambers of commerce 
and kindred organizations are now pre- 
paring to follow it. In this respect the 


Southern Commercial congress proposes) 


to be up to date, and arrangements arw 
now under way for many of the delegates 
to the congress to leave Mobile at the 
end of the sessions on a tour that will 
last three months and will include visits 
to the principal cities of South America. 
It is expected that a considerable party 
will be brought together for the purpose 
of paying the southern neighbors such a 
visit as will increase commercial dealings. 
Considering that the Mobile travelers 
may be the first among American busi- 
ness men to go through the canal en 
masse some importance attaches to the 
coming journey. Even while the canal 
has approached completion at a most 
rapid rate, it is a surprise to many that 
in a little more than four montlis it ia 
expected that the first ship will be able 
to traverse the connecting water lane be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
When the American commission re- 
turns from its investigations abroad it 
is believed it will be equipped with data 
and facts showing why European coun- 
tries have been so successful in doing 
business with Latin-America. Of course, 
the commission is principally charged 
with learning how other countries deal 
with agrarian questions, how intensive 
cultivation is bearing fruit, and in what 
manner the respective governments fac'l-

itate loans to farmers. But as the coun- 
trvside and the city, agriculture and 
trade, are bound together as inextricably 
as if the various factors concerned were 
one and the same thing, whatever the 
cominission will have to tell about soil 
development should also apply to trade 
extension.

the tropical colonies being provided with 
excellent agricultural departments which 
are ready to show the smallest agricul- 
turist how to improve his methods if he 
only be willing to learn. 

It is this unwillingness which Hemel 
Smith contends would be overcome by 
his scheme of agricultural colleges in the 
tropics for the training of already well 
educated men from England and other 
parts of the empire. These men would, 
theiy training over, employ native labor 
te carry out the advanced methods of 
agriculture, and these natives, having 
learnt how to get the best crops out 
of the ground, would go home and do 
likewise.

HEN the schoolboy has held up his 

right hand to. indicate that he 
knows where ivory comes from, he will 
boldly declare that the tusks of the cle- 
phant and the walrus supply this val- 
uable product. The answer is correct in 
the main-—less correct 
formerly. The manufacturer of numerous 
small articles of ivorv could add to the 
child’s fund of information. 

There is the Phytelephasmacrocarpa. 
That is not an elephant, but a tree—a 
peculiar genus of palm. The word, 
‘“phytelephas” is Greek for “plant ele- 
phant” and “macrocarpa” means “large 
fruit.” The seeds of this palm harden 
sufficiently to be a substitute for the 
elephant’s tusks; hence the compliment 
implied by the title elephant plant. 

This palm grows in the northern part 
of South America and aiong the isthmus 
of Panama. In Panama it is known as 
the anta. The Indians along the Mag- 
dalena call it tagua.

two or three feet high. In the arbore- 
tum some species begin to flower at the 
end of April or early in May and it is 
the middle of June before the flowers on 
some species open. No plants hardy in 
New England produce such abundant 
crops of beautiful fruits. The fruit of 
some species ripens in August and from 
August until November there is a suc- 
cession of ripening fruits on some of the 
plants; and on some species the fruit 
remains in good condition during the en- 
tire winter. The species which flower 
the earliest belong to what is called the 
Mollis group from one of its species. 


Hundreds of persons interested in 
spring flowering trees and bushes are 
visiting the Arnold arboretum at Jamaica 

Plain, where the blossoms are now at 
their best. 

Hawthorns have been largely planted 
in the arboretum and many-of these trees 
and shrubs are now in flower. The prin- 
cipal collections are between the boun- 
dary wall of the arboretum and the shrub 
collection near the Forest Hills gate, and 
on the eastern slope of Peter's Hill. 

Much attention has been given at the 
arboretum in the last 14 years to the 
collection, study and cultivation of these

plants, and some 3000 lots of seeds of 
plants from different part of the country 
have been planted. Among the seedlings 
raised between 600 and 700 species raised 
in the arboretum are now established on 
Peter’s Hill where plants of between 
1400 and 1500 of the seedling numbers 
have been planted in small square beds, 
Many of these plants are already flow- 
ering. 


In eastern North America hawthorns 
are distributed from Nova Scotia and the 
valley of the St. Lawrence river to cen- 
tral Florida an¢@ -~estern Texas. The 
number of species is greatest, perhaps, in 
the territory adjacent to Lake Ontario 
and the streams flowing into it. ‘They 
are very numerous in the St. Lawrence 
Valley, in the lower peninsula of Michi- 
gan, in southern Missouri and Arkansaa, 
and in the foothill region of the south- 
ern Appalachian mountains. The genus 
is poorly represented in the Rocky moun- 
tain region and reaches the northwest 
coast With a single species. Some species 
“are found over thousands of square

~ ean hawthorns vary greatly in size; some 
ipeties are trees which on the fertile bot- 


ore are shrubs often not more than 


These are shapely and often large trees; 
they all have large flowers, large leaves 


and large, brilliantly colored and often’ 


edible, usually scarlet fruits. 

The highbush blueberry, vaccinium 
corymbosum, has never flowered more 
abundantly in the arboretum than this 
vear, and it is desirable to call attention 
again to this wonderful plant which is 
beautiful in its flowers, its abundant 
edible blue fruits and in the splendid 
scaflet of its autumn leaves. The high- 
bush blueberry, Which grows naturally 
along the moist borders of swamps and 
other low places where it occasionally 
reaches the height of 12 or 15 feet, is 
easily cultivated and grows freely in 
good garden soil. On the plants in the 
arboretum, where they have been largely 
planted, the flowers differ considerably 
in size and in the time of opening. They 
vary, too, in the size and quality of the 
fruit, but all the forms are equally valu- 
able as garden ornaments. For its fruit, 
which is the best of all blueberry fruits, 
for the beauty of its flowers and its 
autumn leaves, this shrub cannot be too 
often planted. There are several plants

The 
prophet Ezekiel sees a vision-—- 
an appalling one of what mortal mind 
seems capable of: “Son of man. haat thou 
what of Israel do in 
the dark, every man in the chambers of 
his imagery?” The phrase is significant, 
and opens up a rich vein of thought 
when studied in the light of Christian 
Kvery man is cognizant that 
he has a chamber of imagery where, un- 
til he is awakened to a spiritual sense 
of being and surrenders himself to the 
government of immortal Mind, he is 
tempted to give hospitality to thoughts 
which fail to up to his own 
highest sense of good. Men may try 
to «leceive themselves in this re- 
spect. They may vield to the clamor 
of mortal sense and rebel against what 
they contend are the limitations and 
the thraldom of goodness; but they are 
never quite away from the sound of that 
“still, small voice” of God, the absolute 
good, calling them to a purer nobler and 
richer. life. And it is here where Chris- 
tian’ Science comes with a message of 
eomfort, just such a message, indeed, as 
mankind is in need of evervwhere. It 
brings the absolute assurance that the 
belief that it is impossible to cleanse 
the “chamber of imagery” is a false be- 
lief. Man need not be at the beck and 
call of evil thoughts; he has the power 
to assert his real manhood in Truth and 
to overcome every claim of evil.

For in this 
Wav we arrive at the foundation of all 
creative and sustaining and controlling 
power. It leads us back and up to God, 
infinite Mind. the onlv power; and if we 
rest there, with a calm and confident as- 
surance that nothing can in reality be 
opposed to omnipotence, we shall know 
that “man man, and master of bis 
fate’ in so far as he is divinely gov- 
erned.

Campaigners of 1899 


In some amusing notes on the exag- 
gerations of campaign oratory’ the 
Bookman says that the frightened 
patriot may take comfort in the files 
of newspapers showing what awful 
things were predicted of vore. Take, 
for example. the hairbreadth escape of 
American civilization in 1899. “If. the 
republic goes down,” said a candidate 
at that distant date, “I am not to 
blame for its downfall.’ He had very 
little doubt that the republic would go 
down. “Already we are in the very 
shadow of the empire.” said another 
candidate. Cato. it mav be remembered, 
was the favorite model for the cam- 
paigners of that day, though some pre- 
ferred Marius sitting amid the ruins of 
Carthage.

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CALIFORNIA’S “BEAR FLAG REPUBLIC” 
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HE Bear Flag Republic is an incident 

of California history which is not 

so well known to the world at large as 

doubtless it is to all good Californians. 

This was in 1846, even before the gold 

rush and California then was known as 

a land of beauty and romance but its 

possibilities were hardly more than 
dreamed of. 

The bear flag was raised on June 14 
1846, at Sonoma, and the California re- 
public thus proclaimed endured until 
July 7 of the same year, when the Amer- 
ican flag) was raised.at Monterey. The 
bear flag) bore a lone star and a grizzly 
bear. and the new nation was estab- 
lished by “an armed force of 24 brave 
men. Some people claim that this was 
merely an act of irresponsible despeya- 
does, while others celebrate the anni- 
versary of the bear flag with proper 
ceremony every Year. It appears that a 
group of American settlers near San 
Francisco bay captured the little fortress 
of General Vallejo at Sonoma and an- 
nounced to him that under the leadership 
of Capt. Ezekiel Merritt they had estab- 
lished an independent government based 
on republican ideas. Jose Castro, a Mex- 
ean patriot. was scheming to drive all 
the Americans out of the land. 

This act of establishing their own gov- 
ernment was tle quick countermove to 
Castro’s visit to Vallejo, seeking arms 
and other aid. Castro, departing witi 
some of Vallejo’s horses, was overtaken 
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by a band of these Americans and forced 
to surrender the horses. William B. Ide 
was afterward elected to the leadership 
of the new republic and he issued a proc- 
lamation. It said that the Americans 
had been invited to California under 
promise of a republican government and . 
peaceful possession of lands, but had 
not been treated fairly in various ways. 
He asked all good citizens to repair to 
him at Sonoma and aid in establishing 
a “republican government, which shall 
secure to all civil and religious liberty; 
which shall encourage virtue and litera- 
ture: and which shall leave unshackled 
by fetters agriculture, commerce and 
manufactures.” The whole of this proc- 
lamation rings true as the ideal of a 
body of honest men. 

The American general. Fremont, 
called the Pathfinder, was in camp on 
the American river. The founders of 
the new republic appealed to him and 
he took the field with an army of 90 
men, in motley array and of many na- 
tions, including Indians. On the second 
of July the United States Commodore 
John Drake Sloat arrived in his flag- 
ship in the harbor of Monterey, where 
he found.two other tAmerican war- 
ships. He had orders to seize al] the 
ports of California, for war was declared 
between the United States and Mexico. 
On the seventh of July the order was 
carried out, the American flag was 


hoisted at Monterey and when the news 
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got to Sonoma it was heard with re- 
joicing. The clumsily-made bear flag 
was hauled down and the stars and 
stripes run up in its place. California 
was formally ceded to the United States 
in 1848, the year before gold was dis- 
covered there.

Peruvian City to Stay In 


Charming descriptions of Peru’ and 
Arequipa are found in an article in 
Seribners magazine. <A traveler says:

TACKING “riders” to general appropriation 
bills has been a trick of Congress tor gen- 
erations. Successive Presidents have chafed 
at the cruel dilemmas thus forced upon them 
by astute politicians of a rival belief or party, 
and then usually have accepted the horn ot 
the dilemma authorizing treasury expendi- 
tures. President Taft, as a matter of prin- 
ciple, decided otherwise just before he left 
othce; and now President Wilson is being 
watched closely to see what he will do with precisely the same situa- 
tion. Had federal law and precedent made possible that use of the 
veto power carefully defined and provided for in recently revised 
state constitutions, namely the right to discriminate between items, 
resort to “riders” never would have been tried. Fortunately public 
opinion today is demanding that in lawmaking as in everything else 
there shall be sounder ethical standards. A Legislature defining a 
new public policy should do it explicitly, after tull debate of the 
issue involved, and in a statute including only the matter passed upon. 
Thus, at the present time. if the nation is to make exceptions to 
the Sherman anti-trust law, let it be done squarely and not deviously 
by an appropriation bill “‘rider.” 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota, sensitive to the altered public 
mood, has taken the necessary first steps to give to the President such 
discriminating veto power in connection with appropriation bills as

rather, something else. It has at presgnt a number of manutactur- 
ing establishments, not enough to pollute its air, but enough to meet 
its needs. It is, with respect to its educational, cultural and commer- 
cial aspects. a nicely balanced community. As such it has won 
admiration for many years. as such it has won thousands of new 
residents—tens of thousands in the last few decades—and as such 
it bids fair to maintain its reputation and its steady growth through 
an indefinite future. 

However, latterly it has exhibited symptoms of unrest. It is 
rot quite satished with things as they are. It has been reading 
muci of vreat cities, great business expansion, great enterprises, great 
fortunes, and it has become ambitious to be busier and bigger itself. 
In short. it has grown tired of its comfortable prosperity, its cleanly, 
peaceful prosperity, and it wants-to be transformed into a great 
industrial center. This, at all events, 1s what its newspapers say 
its people want. 

The newspapers, doubtless, reflect the communal sentiment. We 
mav leave this particular citv and become more general in our treat- 
ment of the subject, for it 1s by no means alone among American 
communities of like character that are vearning for civic bigness. 
Why they should thus vearn 1s a source of wonder, often of surprise 
and amazement, frequently of regret, to observant and thoughttul 
residents of communities that have succeeded in attaining bigness 
in the fullest modern material sense of the term. 

Great industrial centers are unquestionably necessary. as thev 
are unquestionably inevitable, in this period of centralized energy ; 
but they are by no means all that is necessary. Their existence, 
inevitable as it may be, 1s itself an eloquent plea for the preserva- 
tion of the non-industrial, quieter, brighter. more comfortable arél 
more beautiful community. Noise and smoke and dirt and disorder 
and hustle and bustle. for the time at least, must be taken over bv 
some cities and must become a part of their daily lite: but it 1s not 
necessary that all cities shall be dominated by them, nor ts it possible 
for all cities to be mustered into the industrial ranks. Communities 
that are comfortably prosperous make a mistake in allowing their 
vearning for mere bigness to turn them from their true path. Usually 
thev only half succeed in becoming big, and to tlis questionable

achievement they sacrifice everything that once made them attractive. 
Much better would it be for themselves, much better for the country, 
if they would abandon the foolish pursuit of what the age erroneously 
calls greatness and aim only and persistently at civic completeness. 
What the nation needs is not bigger cities, but better ones. 


Governors of some of the states now have. It will be an involved 
process, calling for such surrender of power by Congress as is not 
likelv to be made unless under strong compulston from the public. 
Reason and justice on the side of this reform seem to assure its 
ultimate triumph. 
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So FAR since its establishment the parcel post has shown an 


average monthly increase of 10,000,000 packages, and, equally impor- 
tant, an average monthly decrease in the number of complaints. 
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
